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PARIS PRIZE SCHOLARS ABROAD 


We quote from a report by Philip Allain Cusachs, Chairman of the Annual Paris Prize Committee, who 
has recently returtied from Paris. 


“Tt was extremely gratifying to note the increased seriousness with which the Paris Prize Scholars are now 
being considered at the Ecole. Before the War, the winners of this scholarship were strong men over here, but 
it generally took them some time to develop into the strong man class at the Ecole. Now, however, our Prize 
Scholars occupy the position of leaders, and immediately take their position among the strong men in the ateliers 
which they join. This enhanced prestige is no doubt due to the development of our own Beaux-Arts system of 
education and the ever growing keener spirit of competition among the increasing number of students each year. 
This, in substance, is the sole ‘raison d’étre’ of the Beaux-Arts Institute of Design, and our reward lies in the 
realization that the architectural students of America are taking full advantage of the opportunities offered 
and are upholding our traditions abroad, in a way in which we all may well be proud. 

“At the present time, only Carl Landefeld and Donald Nelson are in Paris, and both are in Defrasse et 
Madeline Atelier. They have good work to their credit and have brought prestige to the Paris Prize. In the 
last Concours Rougevin, Nelson was awarded the second prize ‘a titre étrangere.’ Earlier in the year Lande- 
feld received a second medal on a projet. Beside the school work, they are supplementing their architectural 
education with traveling and sketching and will add to their experience by niggering for the Prix de Rome this 
year.”
